was whether the defendant, Michael Henry, an 
adjoining farmer, was bound to shut or close 
the gate when he had passed through in the 
exercise of the right of way. 

The County Court Judge had decided in 
favour of the plaintiff, and gave him a decree 
for one shilling damages, with £3 5s. costs and 

10s. witnesses’ expenses, there having been 

no material damage done beyond the annoyance 
and inconvenience resulting from the defendant 
refusing to close the gate. The right of the 
ego to erect the gate for the protection of 
18 property was not challenged; and it was 
stated that the plaintiff had no intention of 
detogating from the defendant’s right of pas- 
sage, but the defendant was naturally suspi- 
cious, and objected to the obstruction, “and in 
order to assert his claim to have the passage 
unobstructed the defendant, when passing, 
opened the gate and left it open behind him. 

The Court now affirmed the decision of the 
Court below, holding unanimously that an obli- 
gation was cast upon the defendant to close the 
gate after he had passed through, because ether- 
wise the gate would cease to serve its purpose.

ACTION AGAINST ENGLISH FIRM. 


In the King’s Bench Division, yesterday, Mr. 
Hubert Hamilton (instructed by Messrs. Mal- 
colmson and Law) applied to Mr. Justice 
Samuels for an order giving liberty to issue 
and serve a writ out of the jurisdiction, The 
action, said counsel, was intended to be brought 
by Messrs. T. Richardson and W. Mulhall, who 
are seedsmen at Carlow, against Messrs.

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ACCIDENT IN MESSRS. 
WOOLWORTHS. 


The arguments were resumed in the Court 
of Appeal, yesterday, before Lord Justice 
Ronan and Lord Justice O’Connor, in the appeal 
by the plaintiff in the case of Kelly v. Wool 
worth and Go., by way of “case stated ” by 
Mr. Justice Moore on the hearing of an ap- 
peal by the defendants from a decision of the 
Recorder of Dublin, awarding the plaintiff. 
Miss Kelly, £50 damages in respect of personal 
injuries sustained by her while dancing in the

on the occasion of the holding of a whist 
drive and dance organised by Mrs. Cotter, oí 
Drumcondra, for a charitable purpose. The 
plaintifi, Miss Kelly, a shop assistant, had pur- 
chased a 3s. 6d. ticket, amd while dancing, 
owing to the alleged defective condition of the 
floor, her heel caught in the linoleum and the 
ipjuries resulted 

Mr. Justice Moore expressed the opinion that 
the Recorder's decision should be reversed, on 
the legal ground that there was no privity of 
contract between the plaintiff and the de 
fendants, Mrs. Cotter being in control on the 
premises at the timé. The floor of the room 
was, he thought, in a dangerous condition 
when Mrs. Cotter took the room, though the 
defendants were not aware of it; but he had 
come to the conclusion that there was no evi- 
dence of negligence on the part of the de- 
fendants. 

It was contended for the plaintiff by Mr. 
Lardner,. K.C., with whom was Mr. Joseph 
O'Connor (instructed by Mr. J. McDonald), 
that there was a duty on the part of the 
défendante to see that the floor of the room 
was reasonably . safe for the purposes of 
dancing. 

Mr. Serjeant Hanna, with whom was Mr. 
Sainsbury (instructed by Mr. M. Good), for the 
defendants, submiited that there was no duty 
or liability on their part under the ciroum- 
stances, because the whole question in the case 
was one of control. As Mr. Justice Moore had 
found and stated, the person de facto in control 
was Mrs. Cotter, and if any cause of action 
arose in reference to the maiter it was against 
her and not against the defendants, between 
whom and the plaintiff there was no privity 
whatever. Miss Kelly was the invitee or 
licensee of Mrs. Cotter, btt the defendants 
had no duty towards her. 

In reply to Lord Justice Ronan, he eaid that 
there was no contract between the plaintiff and 
Messrs. Woolworth, and there was no principle 
upon which the plaintiff could succeed against 
them, unless she could establish the fact that 
they were in control. The test, he submitted, 
was control, and that Mr. Justice Moore's 
decision was right. 

The Court reserved judgment. .

A WIDOW’S LEGACY. 
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CO. CLARE WILL CASE SETTLED. 


Before Mr. Justice Pim, the Probate action, 
Davoren v. Davoren, was settled. It was a suit 
to prove the will of Michael Davoren, of Bally- 
allibin, County Clare, who died on June 6th, 
1919, three days after he had made his will. The 
testator was an extensive farmer, and his assete 
were stated to be about £12,000. The plaintiff 
in the action was Patrick Davoren, brother, and 
executor of the deceased. The farm and stock 
thereon were left to the plaintiff, and the de-

DRAIN ON UNION RESOURCES. 


The Dublin Guardians are at present in debt 
to the amount of £10,000. It appeared from a 
statement of a member at yesterday's meeting 
of the Board that 3,809 families were in need 
of relief. 

The Clerk (Mr. Condon) stated that the City 
Treasurer had lodged to the credit of the Union 
£15,000, which still left £34,616 outstanding 
from the Corporation. The debit balance 
against the Guardians was £10,000. ' 

A resolution of sympathy was passed with Mr. 
Patrick Mahon and his family on the death of 
his. wife. Mr. Mahon was an internee, and was 
released on parole to attend the funeral. 

Mrs. Evans stated that, in view of the great 
amount of relief needed, the relieving officers 
were finding it difficult to deal with it. The 
following showed the number of families re- 
quiring relief :'—

Byrne, 550; Mr. Madden, 250; Mr. Walker, 
500: Mr. McGrane, 521; Mr. Lawless, 520; Mr.

IRISHMEN ON TRIAL.

CONVICTED OF HAVING 
EXPLOSIVES. 

Michael Donoghue and Thomas Tierney, two 
young Irishmen, were indicted at the Cardiff 
Assizes yesterday, before Mr. Justice McCardie, 
with conspiring with Joseph Patrick Connolly 
and others not in custody, and of having under 
their control explosive substamces with intent to 
cause serious injury to property in the United 
Kingdom. Two women were empanelled with 
the jury. 

Sir Ellis Griffith, K.C., and Mr. St. John 
Francis Williams prosecuted, and the prisoners, 
who both pleaded not gwiiy were undefended. 

Sir Ellis Griffith, in opening the case, ex- 

lained that the charges were of some gravity. 

hey arose out of a police raid at Neath in 

October last. The prisoners were both lodging 
there at the time. Both were then, and now, 
members of the Irish Self-Determination Leagu. 
Some months after the prisoners went to lodge 
at Alexander street, Neath, the landlady found 
some packages in a wardrobe and in their bed- 
room. She. spoke to Tierney about them in 
Ponoghue’s presence. Tierney said, “ Don't. be 
frightened. don't want to do anything te the 
Welsh péople. I want to get at England.” 
About this time a hundred pounds of blasting 
gelignite was missing from Giant's Grove village, 
near Bridgend. That which was found in an 
old stocking in possession of the prisoners was 
similar to this explosive. 

His lordship, in summing up, commented upon 
the refusal of the prisoners to enter the vit- 
ness box to give some explanation in regard to 
letters and plans found in their possession. 

The jury found the prisoners guilty cf cuntra- 
vening the Explosives Act, and of having ex- 
plosives in their possession for an unlawful pur- 


ose. 

The Judge—I will say that I have Irish tlood 
in my veins, and no one ean be more desircus 
of seeing a happy Ireland than myself, but you 
will never establish national life upow tue foun- 
dations of bloodshed, rapine and disorder. 

Sentence was deferred. 

. Other cases against Irishmen in cormection 
with similar charges will probably be heard to- 
ay.

In the Court of Appeal, before the Master of 
the Rolis, Led Justice Ronan, and Lord Justice 
O'Connor, an apneal by the defendant in thé 
case of Geoghegan v. Henry, by way of “ case 
stated” by Serjeant Sullivan, Commissioner at 
Roscommon Assizes, on the aring of an ap- 
peal from the County Court Judge was heard. 

The proceedings arose out of the erection of a 
rn by the plaintiff, Timothy Geoghegan, 
armer, of Clonown, County Roscommon, on 
portion of his land, over which there was a 
public right of way; and the question involved 
was whether the defendant, Michael Henry, an 
adjoining farmer, was bound to shui or close 
the gate when he had passed through in the 
exercise of the right of way. 

The County Court Judge had decided in 
favour of the plaintiff, and gave him a decree 
for one shilling damages, with £3 5s. costs and 
£2 10s. witmesses’ expenses, there having been 
no material damage done beyond the annoyance 
and inconvenience resulting from the defendant 
Ei to close: the gate. The right of the 

laintiff to erect the gate for the protection of 

is property was not challenged; and it was 

stated that the plaintiff had no intention of 
derogating from the defendant’s right of pas- 
sage, but the defendant was naturally suspi- 
cious, and objected to the obstruction, “and in 
order to assert his claim to have the passage 
unobstructed the defendant, when passing, 
opened the gate and left it open behind him. 

The Court now the decision of the 
Court below, holding unanimously that an obli- 
gation was cast upon the defendant to close the 
gate after he had passed through, because ether- 
wise the gate would cease to serve its purpose.

Hubert Hamilton (instructed by Messrs. Mal- 
colmson and Law) applied to Mr. Justice 
Samuels for an order giving liberty to issue 
and serve a writ out of the jurisdiction. The 
action, said counsel, was intended to be brought 
by Messrs. T. Richardson and W. Mulhall, who 
are eeedsmen at Carlow, against Messrs. 
Kelway and Son, Langport, Somerset, to re- 
cover damages for breach of contract in the 
supply of certain seeds which the plaintifi« 
bought from the defendants’ traveller at Car 
low.

ACCIDENT IN MESSRS. 
WOOLWORTHS. 


The arguments were resumed in the Court 
of Appeal, yesterday, before Lord Justice 
Ronan and Lord Justice O'Connor; in the appeal 
by the plaintiff in the case of Kelly v. Wool- 
worth and Go., by way of “case stated ” by 
Mr. Justice Moore on the hearing of an ap- 
peal by the defendants from a decision of the 
Recorder of Dublin, awarding the plaintiff. 
Miss Kelly, £50 damages in respect of personal 
injuries sustained by her while dancing in‘ the 
defendants’ ballroom in Henry street, Dublin. 
on the occasion of the holding of a whist 
drive and dance organised b rs. Cotter, of 
Drumcondra, for a charitable purpose. The 
plaintiff, Miss Kelly, a shop assistant, had pur- 
chased a 3s. 6d. ticket, amd while dancing, 
owing to the alleged defective condition of the 
floor, her heel caught in the linoleum and the 
ipjuries resulted 

Mr. Justice Moore expressed the opinion that 
the Recorder’s decision should be reversed, on 
the legal ground that there was no privity of 
contract. between the plaintiff and the de 
fendants, Mrs. Cotter being in control on the 
premises at the timé. ‘The floor of the room 
was, he thought, in a dangerous condition 
when Mrs. Cotter took the room, though the 
defendants were not aware of it; but he had 
come to the conclusion that there was no evi- 
dence of negligence on the part of the de 
fendants. ; 

was contended for the plaintiff by Wr. 
LarNner, K.C., with whom was Mr. Joseph 
O'Connor (instructed by Mr. J. McDonald), 
that there was a duty on the part of the 
défendanta to see that the floor of the room 
was reasonably safe for the purposes of 
dancing. 

Mr. Serjeant Hanna, with whom was Mr. 
Sainsbury (instructed by Mr. M. Good), for the 
defendants, submiited that there was no duty 
or liability on their part under the ciroum- 
stamces, because the whole question in the case 
was one of control. As Mr. Justice Moore had 
found and stated, the person dé facto in control 
was Mrs. Cotter, and if any cause of action 
arose in reference to the matter it was against 
her and not against the defendants, between 
whom and the plaintiff there was no _ privity 
whatever. Miss Kelly was the invitee cr 
licensee of Mrs. Cotter, but the defendants 
had no duty towards her. 

In reply to Lord Justice Ronan, he eaid that 
there was no contract between the plaintiff and 
Messrs. Woolworth, and there was no principle 
upon which the plaintiff could succeed against 
them, unless she could establish the fact that 
they were in control. The test, he submitted, 
was control, and that Mr, Justice Moore's 
decision was right. 

The Court reserved judgment, .

A WIDOW’S LEGACY. 
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CO. CLARE WILL CASE SETTLED.

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” JRISHMEN ON TRIAL. 


CONVICTED OF HAVING 
EXPLOSIVES. 


Michael Donoghue and Thomas Tierney, two 
young Irishmen, were indicted at the Cardiff 
Assizes yesterday, before Mr. Justice McCardie, 
with conspiring with Joseph Patrick Connolly 
and others not in custody, and of having under 
their control explosive substances with intent to 
cause serious injury to property in the United 
Kingdom. Two women were empanelled with 
the jury. 

Sir Ellis Griffith, K.C., and Mr. St. John 
Francis Williams prosecuted, and the prisoners, 
who both pleaded not guiliv were undefended. 

Sir Ellis Griffith, in opening the case, ex- 
lained that the charges were of some: gravity. 

hey arose out of a police raid at Neath in 
October last. The prisoners were both lodging 
there at the time. Both were then, and now, 
members of the Irish Self-Determination Leagu. 
Some months after the prisoners went to lodge 
at Alexander street, Neath, the landlady found 
some packages in a wardrobe and in their bed- 
room. She spoke to Tierney about them in 
Ponoghue’s presence. Tierney said, “Don't be 
frightened. don't want to do anything te the 
Welsh péople. I want to get at England.” 
About this time a hundred pounds of blasting 
gelignite was missing from Giant's Grove village, 
near Bridgend. That which was found in an 
old stocking in possession of the prisoners was 
similar to this explosive. 

His lordship, in summing up, commented upon 
the refusal of the prisoners to enter the vwit- 
ness box to give some explanation in regard to 
letters and plans found in their possession. 

The jury found the prisoners guilty cf cuntra- 
vening the Explosives Act, and of having ex- 
plosives in their possession for an unlawful pur- 
pose.* á

NORTHERN COURTS. 


DELIVERY OF GOODS. 


_The first sitting of the Court of Appeal of the 
Northern Judiciary took place yesterday. The 
judges on the bench were Lord Justice Moore 
and Lord Justice Andrews. 

The appeal listed for hearing had reference 
to the bankruptcy of Clarence R. M‘Cann and 
Albert G. Campbell, Waring street, Belfast, 
trading as M‘Cann, Campbell and Jones. 

The bankrupts were dealers in fancy goods. 
They imported goods from F. Puls and Co., 
Hamburg, and they also acted as agents for 
Puls and Co. A quantity of goods had been 
forwarded by this firm to various purchasers in 
various parts of Ireland. These consignments 
were refused on the ground of late delivery. 
Puls aud Co. arranged that the coods should 
be taken in by Messrs. M‘Cann, Campbell and 
Jones as their agents. The bankrupts alleged 
that they took them in as ordinary stock and 
handled the same accordingly. Puls and. Co. 
alleged apet e bankrupts held the goods solely 
as their agents, and that as such they were 
entitled to have the goods handed over. 

The judge of the Local Bankruptcy Court 
held that the goods had been taken into stock 
and that the assignees were entitled to same. 
Against this order Puls and Co. appealed. 

On the application of Mr. Robb, K.C., M_P., 
a week’s adjournment was granted. 


UNDISCHARGED DECREE.

GUARANTEE WITH TYRES. 


In an action by Edgar E. Trevor and Co., a 
Scottish firm, against James Nesbitt, Church 
street, Warrenpoint, motor and cycle agent, to 
recover £37 6s. 3d. for goods sold and delivered, 

Mr. Pringle (instructed by Mr. 8. T. Glennvy, 
solicitor for the defendant), applied to have 
the case remitted to the session of Newry text 
January. Counsel! relied on the affidavit of 
defendant, who said he had a good defence to 
the action, both in law and on the merits. A 
traveller from the plaintiff’s firm, he added, 
asked him to buy tyres known as the “ Ajax,” 
which, he said, were guaranteed for 3,500 miles. 
Relying upon that representation, he gave an 
order for a number of tyres to be delivered 
within a week, but they were not delivered 
within the period stipulated, and customers 
were obliged to purchase elsewhere.

Germany’s Debts. . 


A further instalment of the ‘German 
indemnity, fixed at 500 millions of gold 
marks" (£25,000,000),- will fall due on the 
15th of next January. The Reparations 
Commission is in Berlin, and during the 
past few days the German Cabinet has 
been discussing ways and means. Its 
members have carried long faces and the 
German Press has been protesting that, in 
view of the country’s financial state, the 
payment is impossible. Now the Paris 
Journal announces, on the authority of a 
Berlin correspondent, that’ the German 
Government has decided to meet the Allies 
with a gesture of helplessness. It will 
say that the money cannot be found unless 
a large loan can be got from industrial or 
other sources, and it will ask for time. 
The Journal sa statement may prove to 
have been an intelligent anticipation of 
events. It is known that the credit pro- 
posals which German industrialists have 
made to their Government are accom- 
panied “by conditions so stiff that Herr 
Wirth was ‘not disposed to accept them 
They would involve the surrender of the 
railways and other public works to private 
control. If, however, a loan cannot be 
raised, the instalment can be paid only 
by largely increased taxation, which would 
not accrue for many months. The Budget 
prospects offer no hope. The small sur- 
ylus on the ordinary Budget jor the 
current year will be swallowed up by the 
huge deficit—due largely to losses on 
posts and railways—in the extraordinary 
judget. There is said to be a net deficit 
of some 22,000 millions of marks before 
reparations are tackled at all. The Ger- 
man Government may be able to make a 
plausible case for its contention that a 
forced payment of the next instalment 
would mean national bankruptcy. 

There are conflicting views of Germany s 
economic conditions and economic policy. 
It is vitally important, therefore, that the 
Alhed Governments shall discover the 
truth and base their course of action upon 
it. One view—held almost universally in 
France—is that German statesmen are 
still cheats and _tricksters, that they have 
not abandoned ‘their designs on world- 
peace, that the crisis which has made the 
mark worth less than a farthing has been 
engineered with the deliberate intention of 
allowing them to disown their financial 
obligations. This view notes that the real 
inflation of German currency did not begin 
until the country was required to pay the 
bill of costs. It notes that, in spite of 
Germany's “poor mouth,” her trade and 
commerce are flourishing and that there 
are fewer unemployed in vanquished Ger- 
many than in victorious England. The 
hawk eye of the French Press observes 
that, on the morrow of Mr. Hughes's dis- 
armament programme, German explosive 


factories increased their capital. The 


opposing view—supported by many British. 


economists—is that, however Machiavellian 
the intentions of German statesmen may 
be, the country really is in a thoroughly 
bad way. All the symptoms of trade 
prosperity are deceptive, being based pre- 
cariously on the monstrous inflation of 
capital. The smash must come soon and 
it will be disastrous. This view is taken 
the well-known banker whose account 
of conditions in Berlin we report to-day. 
If it is the correct view, then Germany’s 
impending doom is a matter of selfish 
interest for the Allied Governments, since 
she may drag down the whole of Europe in 
fall. ' 

In the first place, then, the Allies must 
adopt towards Germany a definite policy 
founded broadly on one or the other of 
these views; and, in the next place, they 
must be able -to enforce it. The highly- 
qualified experts of the Reparations Com- 
mission ought to have little dithculty in 
ascertaining the truth about German 
economics. If Germany really stands on 
the verge of bankruptcy, she must be 
granted help and time. If she can pay 
her next reparations bill by a special 
effort—such as new taxation and an in- 
ternal loan—-she must be compelled to 
make that effort. If the Journal is night, 
matters will be brought to a head imme- 
diately, and the Allied policy must be 
ready. It will not be ready, however, and, 
even if a paper policy be ready, there 
will be no genuine sanction behind it, 
unless France and Britain are able to act 
as a single mind and as a solid force. If 
the French conception of German 
diplomacy is sound, France and England 
to-day are playing into Germany’s hands 
and the unctuous Herr Wirth and the 
malignant Herr Stinnes are concealing their 
huge delight. At this moment France and 
Britain are at arms’ length in the Near 
East. M. Briand has “ratified’’ an 
agreement with Kemal Pasha which in- 
fringes British rights and tears the Treaty 
of Sévres to tatters; and at the same 
time France is complaining of British 
policy in Syria. Germany's Punica fides, 
if it exists, will not be baffled or punished 
so long as any shadow of distrust lies 
between the two chief arbiters of the 
destinies of Europe.. In other words, 
France's main hope of getting the next, or 
any future, instalment of the German in- 
demnity depends on the reality of her 
entente with Britain.

Bolshevist Intrigue. 


The Marquis Curzon has sent to the Soviet

seldom has been equalled in 
the history of diplomatic correspondence. 
A few weeks ago he ventured to remind 
M. Litvinoff that his emissaries had been 
guilty of flagrant breaches of the famous 
trade agreement. They had won Persia 
for Bolshevism and had wiven support 
to Mr. Gandhi and his followers in 
India. To these complaints M. Litvinoff 
sent a polite denial. He averred that 
the Third International was the culprit 
and that the Russian Government. haé 
no control over if? This lie 
much for Lord Curzon’s 
British Government, 
knows that, when the Russian Govern- 
ment wants to take ‘some action 
especially repugnant to normal inter- 
national law and comity, it erects some 
ostensibly independent authority to take 
the action for it Then he vives indis- 
putable evidence that the work of the 
propagandists in the East is directed from 
Moscow. He finishes with the demand 
that the Soviet Government shall observe 
the terms of the agreement in exactly the 
same way as Britain has observed it. There 
can be but small hope that the demand 
will be met. Lenin's policy has been to 
promise anything in order to gain his 
objects and to break his promise at the 
first opportunity. He is without a scintilla 
of honour, and it is useless to discuss 
agreements with him.

The 


Church Teachers. 


The corner has been turned in the long 
lane of distress and financial difficulties 
in which the Church of Ireland Training 
College has travelled for so many years. 
At the annual meeting yesterday it was 
reported that the State grants had been 
increased and that the Board had com- 
pleted an arrangement with the authorities 
of Trinity College, Dublin, which would 
enable every student to take a University 


degree. The Archbishop of Dublin. was 
not guilty of exaggeration when he said 
that this was, “if not an epoch- making, 
at least an epoch-marking, step. Reforms 
must be made in other directions, however, 
before our system of primary education 
can compare with the systems of other 
countries. The Bishop of Cashel pointed 
out that, although the teachers have been 
granted higher salaries, their incomes 
fluctuate in accordance with the number 
of pupils on the roll, and so they are 
continually harassed by the fear of losing 
pupils. They lack security, and there is 
no guarantee that the industrious teacher 
will get promotion. As the Bishop said, it 1s 
useless to appeal to the Government “ so 
long as the appointments of teachers and 
the immediate control of the schools are 
out of its hands.” The existing system of 
management must be abolished, for it has 
reigned too long. Its death would not 
merely benefit education, but would help 
to create a united [reland. 


Intelligence. 


During the early days of the war an 
American correspondent declared that one 
of the British officer's greatest assets was 
his characteristic unwillingness to appear 
clever. In a lecture at Woolwich Sir 
George MacDonogh, Adjutant-General of 
the Forces, gave a modest interpretation 
of the fact—no longer to be concealed, 
however desirable concealment might be— 
that the British military mtelligence was 
before the war, as in the 
of it, the best in the world. He explained 
that the essence of good intelligence con- 
sisted in the collecting of data and not in 
the drawing of conclusions. Nevertheless, 
somebody in the Military Intelligence 
Department must have had the task of 
drawing the necessary conclusions from 
the data. supplied. The Germans,. as 
General MacDonogh points out, frequently 
jumped to erroneous and fatal conclusions, 
and he assumes the cause to be the 
inadequate facts placed at their disposal. 
The truth seems to that the German 
High Intelligence, if we may coin a phrase, 
was constitutionally incapable of mar- 
shalling its facts and drawing the correct 
conclusions with the impersonal and 
judicial clarity that General MacDonogh 
and his colleagues were able to employ. 
At all points the British Military In- 
tellig -nce outgeneralled its adversaries.

CENSOR.

EXPERTS DISAGREE. 


The latest recruit to the ranks of film 
formers is Charlie Chaplin, who says that there 
are too many bedroom farces and sex plays. 
and too few original stories touching on real 
life. Most people who have been close observers 
of cinema development will agree 
Surely these grosser subjects sho uld be scrapped | 
and their place taken by pictures that appeal | 
to the finer emotions—films that we can 
our children to see, sure in the knowledge 
they will be both amused and instructed. T! 
refining influence of music is happily revealing 
itself more in our picture theatres; but what a 
strange incongruity to have. say, a Bach 
symphony played as accompaniment to some 
third-rate ' crook ” drama depicting the latest 
Sing-Sing sensation ! 

In Dublin it is some consolation to know that 
tifings are better than elsewhere. as, owing to 
the co-operation of renters (those who hive out 
the films), exhibitors, and censors, every effort 
is made to purge the screen of undesirable in- 
cidents. It is admitted, of course. that the 
present system is not an ideal one, but at al! 
events it is an honest attempt to deal with a 
difficult and delicate problem. The censors are 
honorary officers appointed jointly by the Publix 
Health Committee and the Vigilance Associa- 
tion, and attend regularly at the varioua trade 
shows, where every film is submitted for pri- 
vate inspection. Some idea of the extent of 
their work may be obtained from the fact that 
every week about 250,000 feel of film are dis- 
closed for exhibition in Dublin. These are 
shown in various places, often simultaneously 
so that the censors have their hands full. ao 
to speak.

A fact little known is that the 
is restricted to the municipal area, so that such 
laces as. Blackrock, Kingstown, Brav, and 
Howth can have their own consors or none at 
all. It is possible, therefore, to have a city- 
banned film shown in the suburbs and one 
rejected in the suburbs exhibited in town. 
There is frequently a sharp divergence of view 
among the censors. lt is stated that in one 
case recently six city clergymen inspected a 
film: three were in favour of passing and three 
desired to reject it. A seventh was then 
called in to decide. In another instance the 
lay members of a censoring committee scught 
to reject a picture while the clerical represen- 
tatives wanted to pass it. Four censors saw a 
film last week, and were equally divided in 
their views. Pending a further exhibition 
for the decision of others, the film awaits its 
fate. This divergence of view is all to ¢he 
good. It is a healthy sign of honest criticism. 
If the criticism is as capable as it is honest. 
all the better. 

It must not be assumed that 
or renters resent such censorship. 
trary, they welcome it, as it relieves them of 
much responsibility at the public exhibition. 
Anyone, especially a hyper-sensitive individual, 
can protest against a picture being shown. but 
he cannot make a target of the management 
when fortified by the censors’ certifictate. In 
such circumstances an exhibitor is quite entitled 
to shield himself, if he cares to do so. behind 
the censors, whose duty is increasingly onerous 
and important on that account,

Perhaps, some day there will be 
one, or at most two, national censors, and in 
the meantime one ig slow to advocate a ch lange 
in the present system, which is working fairly 
smoothly.

Would it not be 
better if the censors divided their forces to 
better advantage? Two censors should surely 
be sufficient for each picture, with the right to 
appeal to a third party in the event of disagree- 
ment.

ACTIVITY AT LIVERPOOL, 


Liverpool, says a Press Association message, 
is full of Unionist politicians who are attending 
the annual conference of the National Unionist 
Association, The number of delegates to be 
present is, roughly, 2,000.

Ulster feared that she might be placed at 
the mercy of her enemies by an All-Ireland 
Parliament settlement. It was no wonder if 
she was suspicious and fearful, but to say, as 
a small section of the Unionist Party was say- 
ing, that she had already been betrayed, was 
utterly unfounded. it had been repeatedly 
made cleat that whatever happened she would 
not be coerced. But they were entitled to ask 
that she should approach the matter in a 
epirit of conciliation and desire to find a way 
out.

America’s limitation of armaments pro- 
posals have been submitted to a com- 
mittee of naval experts. Th'- committee, 
which consists gf Admiral Earl Beatty, 
Great Britain; Admiral de Bon, France ; 
Admira] Acton, Italy, and Admiral Kalo, 
Japan, sat yesterday to discuss its terms 
of reference. 

In the course of future meetings, which 
will be held daily, the experts will draft 
a report on the practicability of the 
scheme and submit it to a full meeting of 
the Conference. 

One principle adopted yesterday was 
that no agreement covering the limitation 
of naval armaments should be approved 
by Great Britain, America, and Japan 
until the naval status of France and Italy 
had been settled. 

This principle was submitted to Mr. 
Hughes, who agreed that no signatures 
should be placed to a naval agreement 
until the positions. of France and Italy 
had been worked out as definitely as those 
of the three major Powers. 

The Conference yesterday considered 
Far Eastern and Pacific problems, which 
have an important bearing on the disarma- 
ment scheme. 

Mr. A. Sze, the Chinese Minister at 
Washington, described China’s position 
and attitude at length. He demanded 
that secret treaties affecting China should 
be made public, and that China’s terri- 
torial and: political freedom - should be 
guaranteed. 

It is regarded as probable that a small 
committee of experts will be appointed to 
consider the questions raised in all their 
aspects and report to the Conference.

CHINA’S PACIFIC RIGHTS. 
A detailed statement of China’s interests and 
and her attitude on Far Eastern questions was 
made -by Mr. Alfred Sze, Chinese Minister at 
Washington, at the first meeting of the Com- 
mittee on Pacific and Far Eastern questions to- 
day. 
No programme was agreed upon, but the 
beads of the delegations of the nine Powers 
which form the Committee were to meet later 
to frame the order of their procedure. 
It is unedrstood that Mr. Sze vigorously 
urged thé maintenance of the “ open door ” in 
China, and the abolition of secret treaties 
affecting China, and proposed that hereafter al] 
such treaties between Powers should be made 
public. 
There was no response from the Japanese 
Delegation after China had presented her view 
of the situation, although some general dis- 
cussion developed. 
Mr. Sze is-understood not to have brought up 
the future of Skhantung, nor the question of 
future grants of foreign concessions in China, 
both of which questions were left for a later 
discussion. i 
Mr. Sze insisted on the preservation of the 
territorial integrity and political and ad- 
ministrative independence of China, the latter, 
in return, not to alienate or lease any portion 
of her territory to any foreign Power, and all 
special rights, privileges, immunities, or commite 
ments now held in China by any foreign Power 
to be carefully examined. 
All existing limitations upon China’s political, 
judicial, and administrative action, he proposed, 
should be removed, and provision made for 
"future conferences from time to time, for the 
international discussion of the Far Eastern 
situation. ! 
It is stated here, on authoritative grounds, 
that the Chinese proposals regarding -Far 
Eastern questions, have the moral support of 
the American Delegation.

PROPAGANDA IN THE EAST. 


RUSSIAN DENIALS ¢ REFUTED. 


The Foreign Office last night issued the text 
of the British reply to the Russian Soviet Go- 
vernment’s recent denial of propaganda against 
our interests in the East and elsewhere. 
The reply handed to M. Techicherin on No- 
vember 12 says:—The British Government sees 
no reason to recede from, or even to qualify, a 
single one of the charges, and declares that it is 
impossible to accept M. Litvinoff’s attempt +o 
dissociate the Russian Government from the 
Third International. 
Moreover, so close an identity has been estab- 
lished between the Second and: Third Inter- 
nationale by the inclusion in the latter of MM. 
Lenin and Trotsky that each must be answer- 
able to the charges against the other. 
Besides, the procedure by which, when the 
Russian Government desires to take some action 
especially .repugnant to normal international 
law and comity, it erects some ostensibly in- 
dependent authority to take the action for it, 
has long become familiar. 
The reply proceeds to say that M. Litvinoff’s 
denial that the Soviet Government has had envy 
direct or wmdirect relations with the Indian re- 
volutionaries is contrary to facts, in view of the 
presence in Moscow from May Lo September of 
19. Indian revolutionaries attending confer- 
ences tor the purpose of fomenting revolution 
in India. whose names are well known. 
Concerning the littl more than génera! 
dénial returned to the allegation of propagan- 
dist activities in Persia, Turkestan, Anatolia, 
and Afghanistan, the Pritish Government as- 
serts that the facts as to M. Rothstein’s artivi- 
ties are a matter of common knowledge, and 
that within the lest few days a relfable eve- 
witness, of neither gritish nor Russian 
nationality, has confirmed the regular despatch 
of the so-called propaganda train to the East. 
In addition, the activity of the Soviet emissary 
to the Angora Government has been accentuated 
since Lord Curzon’s last Note was delivered. 
and caravans of Russian arms proceeding to the 
Turkish forces have been seen by a reliable 
witness. 

Further, M. Litvinoff does not attempt to dis. 
prove purely propaganda purposes to be served 
by suggested Russian Consulates in Eastern 
Afghanistan.

MONEY CRISIS. 


FUTILITY OF ALLIES’ 
DEMANDS: 


In an interview with a representative of the 
Press Association, Mr, H. A. Andreae, a 
partner in the banking and acceptance house 
of Messrs. Kleinwort, Sons, and Co., gave his 
impressions of a visit which he had paid to 
Berlin, where he met many of Germany's lead- 
ing financiers and industrialists. 

In his. view, Germany is heading straight for 
a monetary crisis that will involve all Europe, 
Allies and ex-enemies alike, in a common catas- 
trophe. He believes that Germany will de- 
fault on part, or the whole, of the next in- 
demnity. payment, and that the Allies, by their 
policy, are destroying the buying power of one 
of their best customers. Much of Germany's 
present appearance of prosperity he regards as 
fallacious and unreal. 

, To go to Germany to-day,” said Mr. 
Andreae, “is to be reminded very much of 
England during the post-Armistice boom. There 
is & great show of prosperity—industries work- 
ing overtime, employment for everybody, full 
hotels, and a universal bustle of getting and 
spending. but it is all based on inflation, and the 
pace is far too hot to last. 

“One of two causes must before very long 
pull it up with a’ jerk. Either jnflation will 
go on until the banking and monetary system 
breaks down, or else a crisis will be precipitated 
by a too sudden attempt at deflation. In either 
case a crisis, and a sevére one, is inevitable. 


UNREAL PROSPERITY. 


“It is a very open question whether German 
industries to-day are really as prosperous as 
they scem. Their profits are paper profits, 
while their physical, or gold value, assets, such 
as plant and machinery, are all the time steadily 
deteriorating. - One of the greatest authorities 
in Germany on business and economics told me 
that the country is undoubtedly living on its 
capital, and that if present conditions were to 
continue for another ten years, there would be 
little or nothing left to make good depreciation 
and wear and tear, and the fixed capital assets 
of German industry would be wined out. 

‘“Some people believe that Germany is de- 
liberately depreciating her exchange as a matter 
of policy. Sir Arthur Steel Maitland has shown 
the absurdity of that suggestion, and to anyone 
who, like myself, has looked into conditiofig on 
the snot, it is not merely absurd, but fantastic. 
The fall in the mark hurts us in some wave, 
but it hurts Germany as much or more in other 
wavs, and hoth countries would be better off, 
and know that they would be hetter off, if the 
old stability could be re-established: but what 
chance is there of re-establishing it when both 
the German authorities and the Allied Govern- 
ments are pursuing policies that merely make 
chaos worse confounded—the former by a wholly 
extravagant nae of the printing press, the latter 
by making financial claims on Germany which 


“The present rulers in Germany, I believe, 
are doing their best to discharge their obliga- 
tions under the Treaty of Versailles, but the 
task is beyond them. They only raised the last 
indemnity instalment by an effort that sent the 
mark soaring after the kroner and the rouble: 
and on the next instalment. or on part of it, it 
Lis as certain as anything’can be that they will 
have to default. 


EFFECT ON BRITISH INDUSTRY. 


“What is to happen then? Are we to have 
further occupation of German territory, with all 
its resultant disturbance to trade and industry ? 
If so, the first and immediate effect will be to 
swell the unemployment figures here at home. 
What the Allies are really doing, whether they 
know it or not, is this—they are destroying the 
purchasing power of the German people, who 
used to be their best customers, and who are 
still the pivot of ‘the European economic 
s¥stem. 
“To every British manufacturer the supreme 
problem is—how to get the world’s trade moving 
once more along normal lines. IT believe that 
the best business opinion, not only in London 
but in the industrial north, is coming to see 
that this cannot be done so long as Europe re. 
mains entangled in the net of war debts and re. 
parations. 
“The Bradford woollen merchant realises it 
so does the Lancashire cotton spinner, and the 
Bermondsey leather factor. It was German 
buying that was largely responsible for the 
recent revival of trade in these industries, but 
the movement has now failed because the Ger- 
man buyer is nearing the end of his tether and 
cannot pay. We in England pay unemployment 
doles instead.” ’

NORMAL CONDITIONS AT

The following official statement was issued 
from Dublin Castle last. night :— 

Mr. Max Green, Chairman of the General 
Prisons’ Board, and Mr. G. O'Sullivan (in the 
temporary absence of Mr. Staines, the Sinn 
Fem official aprointed for the purpose) visited 
Mountjoy Prison this afternoon, and interviewed 
the representatives of the prisoners on hunger 
strike. 
The prisoners were informed that the pro- 
hibition of visits, parcels, and letters wae, as 
they had already been told, a purely temporary 
precaution until inquiry could be completed as 
to the introduction of illicit articles into the 
prison. This inquiry was now completed, and 
visits, parcels, and letters would be permitted 
as before, 
The withdrawal of permission to associate in 
cells applied only to prisoners actually on 
hunger-strike, and was erdered by the medical 
Officer in the interests of the prisoners’ health. 
The permission had never been withdrawn from 
prisoners who were not on hunger-strike; and 
would be renewed in the case of any prisoner 
who ceased hunger-strike. 
The regulation requiring prisoners to leave 
their cells and return to their celle in numbers 
not exceeding ten at a time wae regarded as a 
necessary and reasonable precaution, which in 
no way interfered with the freedom of the 
prisoners to associate during exercise, and it 
could not be withdrawn.

MESSAGE TO LIVERPOOL. 


Sir Crawford McCullagh, ex-Lord Mayor, pro- 
posed the next resolution, as follows :—** That

‘The Instincts of Children and the Use to be 
made of them in Education’’ and ' Some 
Aspects of Psycho-anmalysis’’’ were the subjects 
discussed at a largely-attended conference of the 
Mothers’ Union that met in the Synod Hall, 
Dublin, yesterday afternoon. 

The Primate of All Ireland occupied the 
chair, and on the platform with him were 
the Dean of Christ Church, Mrs. D'Arcy, Miss 
F, Berry, Dr. Cecil Smyly, and Miss Draper- 
Newman, Organising Secretary.

The Primate said that it was a very en- 
couraging thing to see such a large gathering of 
mémbers of the Mothers’ Union at that con- 
ference. The Union had proved itself to be an 
organisation of great value: it had stood for the 
very highest principles in regard to the home 
and all those things which were of the very 
centre of their home lie. 

Referring to psycho-analysis, the Primate said 
that it seemed to him that there were very 
great dangers fm connection with the deévelop- 
ment of some of these new studies, and one of 
the advantages af such a conference as that was 
the help to distingtish between thé good and 
the evil; to distinguish between what was help- 
ful and what was harmful. 

INSTINCTS OF CHILDREN. 

Miss F. Berry, of the Alexandra College, 
Dublin, read a paper on “ The Instincts of 
Children and the Use to be made of them in 
Education.” The view was now discredited. it 
stated, that compered with animals man was 
very poorly endowed with mstincis. 

The view was now asserted that man hae at 
least. as many instincts as any of the animals, 
and that they play a leading part in the de- 
termination of hummn conduct and mental pro- 
cess. 

Instincts were part of the child’s natural 
endowment, and not the result of hi# nature or 
education. Instinctrve action arose naturally in 
respanse to the appmpriate stimulus, 

In the instinctive process there could be seen 
to be present the atimulus that gives rise to 
the process, the emotion that accompanies the 
perception of the stimulus, and the action or re- 
action that follows or that tends to follow. 

Of these three factors the emotional was the 
most unportant. The young child’s conduct 
under the influence of instinctive emotion was 
unreasonig, and he acted without thinking, and 
had noí; thought out the consequences of his 
action. 

Instead of being punished, the child should 
be shown that the emotion causing the action 
was-wronmgly directed. He should be taught to 
use his @stincts in the highest way. 

ASPECTS OF PSYCHO-ANALYSIS. 

Dr. Cecil Smyly, in a paper on '' Some Aspects 
of Psych p-analysis,” said that this subject was 
at presemt heard on every side, and discussed 
with the greatest naivcte and most obvious 
ignorance of what it implied. 

The general fee.ing about it seemed to be 
that by its means ail those ills to which, the 
human flesh, or, at any rate, the human mind, 
was heir could be removed, that it was 
faecinatingly interesting, and tinged with that 
delicate’ indecency which added so much to the 
enjoyment of life without injury to property. 

There was no doubt that the treatment based 
on the theories of Professor Freud, of Vienna, 
was most successful in dealing with certain 
hysterical amd neurotic conditions. 

The human mind was certainly of fascmating 
interest and well repaid the closest study. 
“ Know thyself” was one of the most ancient 
maxims, and psycho-analysis claimed to be the 
only reliable method of doimg so, though 
whether the self thus introduced was a de- 
sirdble acquaintance was open to question. 

The facts mentioned in most of the brief 
description of psycho-analysis supplied to the 
yublic were msufficient or imcorrect, the simi 

y between the unfamiliar and the familiar 

an entirely erroneous conclusion, and” 
facts of vital importance were entirely omitted. 
The more advanced 
suitable for the home, 
br. Smyly referred to the theories evolved 
by| Professor Freud, and mentioned that Pro- 
fessor Jung, oi Zurich, and several British ex 
perts had, in meing the same teehnigue, arrived 
at quite diffenmsnt conclusions. Psycho-analysis, 
however, was generally the-term applied to the 
work of Freud and his followers. 
DANGERS OF IGNORANGE. 

Having reviewed the doctrines of the Viennese 
School, he said that the very serious operation 
of analysing the mind and interpreting the re- 
sults was being carried out frequently and 
recklessly by amateurs, with little experience, 
less’ sense of responsibility, and no knowledge 
of health or disease, sometimes from motives 
that would not bear inspection. 

Most minds, like most bodies, never required 
any operative treatment at all. If it should 
be necessary, after strict examination, only an 
expert should carry it out, and then do only 
what was essentiad, and such an expert should 
be very sure that his own hands were clean. 

In the realm af education psycho-analysis gave 
but little help. Im education, it would not do 
to chose out the element of Repression and 
ignore that of Sublimation, which should be 
an instinctive, not a Conscious process. 

Dr. Elia Webb thanked Dr. Smyly and Miss 
Berry for the most interesting thoughts that 
they had suggested to them. 

NEED FOR CAUTION. 

The Primate said that the word instinct as 
used by the writers on the subject was some- 
what misleading. He did not say it. was i- 
correct, but they had learned to think of it 
in regard to animals. 

He thought he was right in saying that there 
was in primitive man emotion, which tended to 
carry itself into action. The instinct of animals 
was carried out almost in a mechanical way, 
while in man the point came when there was 
hesitation and the elements of intelligence and 
choice entered. 

As to psycho-analysis, it was a very difficult 
subject, and there was, he thought, a good 
dea! in Freud’s books which was not good 
reading for most people. He thought that it 
was a monstrous thing to begin applying this 
method to norma] childsen, because it- insisted 
on getting down to the rubbish im the mind, 
and meant very largely getting it to the top, 
exactly where it ought not to be. 

If there was a case in which pseycho-analysis 
should be applied, it should be applied by an 
expert. It was a most dangerous thing to have 
anything to do with it.

POSITION OF KILDARE

Cordial approval was expressed of the connec- 
tion of the Church of Ireland Training College 
with Trinity College, Dublin, at the annual 
meeting of the Training College held at Kildare 
place yestenday afternoon, under the presidency 


The Rev. H. Kingsmill Moore, D.D., Principal 
of the College, read the annual report, which 
stated that the year which closed on 31st August 
last would be memorable in the history of the 
College, as the conditional increase of the State 
grants made it possible for the College to com- 
plete the arrangements for entering into connec- 
tion with Trinity College, Dublin. The various 
steps taken to bring the case of the College 
before the Government were briefly outlined in 
the report, as the result of which the new 
grants were obtained. A considerable amount of 
difficulty had been experienced in connection 
with the new grants, owing to the conditions for 
the raising of ‘the students’ fees being made 
retrospective ; for the Government decided that 
the new grants should not operate in any case 
until they were met by a corresponding in- 
crease in fees. - It was gratifying to be able to 
report that the students of the College had 
loyally. responded to the unexpected demand 
upon them, with the result that it was hoped 
it might be possible to claim the full amount of 
the new grants during the current session. 

_ The Governors were pleased to announce the 
improved financial position of the College which 
had been thus brought about, and to report 
that, as far as their information went, the Col. 


oe that had made arrangements for all its 
students to become members of a University. 
Regret was expressed at the death of one of 
the Governors—Sir Algernon Coote. Were it 
not for the increased grants which were now to 
come into operation the financial positien would 
be grave in the extreme. The situation in which 
the College was placed at the conclusion of the 
last report was extremely grave. The scarcity 
of. properly qualified candidates and the im- 
possibility of meeting liabilities with the limited 
resources available suggested that the days of 
the College were numbered. These difficulties 
would now appear to be largely mitigated; the 
candidates already showed an improvement in 
number, and a new era of prosperity was hoped 
for through the connection with Trinity College, 
ublin. 

A KEY POSITION. 

The Archhishop expressed the view that the 
College was a place upon which the Church of 
Ireland ought to concentrate its affection, its 
interest, and its money. If the right epirit 
prevailed there the effect was felt in every 
parish :n the land. They had there an influence 
radiating throughout the whole Church: The 
College was one of the key positions of the 
Church, Having commented on the smal] num- 
ber of male students entering this year, the 
Archbishop. said that they should do their best 
to put matters right'in that respect. He hoped 
that every effort would be made to strengthen 
the institutiot® and té send to it an ever-growing 
number of men and women desirous of becoming 
teachers. The connection with Trinity Col- 
loge was, if not an epoch-making,

The Bishop of Cashel (the tight 
Rev. . Dr. .Miller) proposed a resolution 
expressing warm approval of the connec- 
tion of the, College with Trinity College, 
Dublin, and voicing the hope that much benetit 
for Irish edueation would result from the alli- 
ance.

Owing to the impossibility of getting students 
with a sufficient knowledge of languages, the 
Board of Trinity College had permitted King’s 
Scholars to enter as non-matriculated students. 
This concession could only be of a temporary 
nature. It would not be fair to the University 
to expect this to be made < permanent arrangs 
ment, nor would it be reasonable for the teach- 
ing profession to ask that they should be allowed 
to do educational work without full educational 
qualifications. Primary school teaching was 
now adequately remunerated, and it followed as 
a consequence that candidates for training must 
in a short time be able to enter Trinity College 
as full-matriculated student” s i 

The position of the primary school teachers 
had vastly improved during the past few years, 
but there was some way to go yet before the 
words “‘ quite satisfactory” could be applied. 

The State had, no doubt, promised sufficient 
salaries, but it was powerless to remedy these 
grave defects uhtil the Government assumed 
control over all schools and teachers directly 
through a body appointed’ by them. 


DENOMINATIONALISM. 


We were now reaping the results of a urely 
denominational system of education. Bas 
thing connected with education had been made 
a matter of secondary importance. The train- 
ing of teachers, their position in the country 
their emoluments, their duties, their influence 
upon the rising generation, all made subservient 
to denominationalism. The result was obvious. 
This small country was split up into denomina- 
tional groups, and as a final result the country 
was acutely divided upon politics and commerce. 
These divisions were pushed to their logical con 
clusion, and each group insisted upon its own 
complete ‘caching establishments, including its 
University. Every party stood by itéelf. rejoic- 
ing in its logical soundness, forgetting that they 
each formed a necessary part of the structure 
of the nation, and that in consequence the 
national walls were crumbling to-day. True re- 
ligion as taught by Our Lord and His Apostles 
ought to bind people together and promote har- ¢ 
mony, notwithstanding differences of opinion.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—-With reference to the letters on the 
subject of papyrus in the Irish Times of the 
Sth instant, there were many hundreds of 
square miles of papyrus (Cyperus papyrus) on 
the Bahr el Ghazel, the Bahr el Jebel between 
Shambe and Lake No, and on the Bahr el 
Zeraf (then obstructed by eudd, which is 
mainly composed of papyrus, reeds, and grasses) 
when I was in the Sudan in 1900-1901 on forest 
exploration. Portions become detached owing 
to wind or by sudd-cutting operations for keep- 
ing the navigable channels clear, and form small 
islands floating down the White Nile until they 
strand in shallow parts of that river. 

The hunting of the hippopotamus with harpoons 
was done by Shilluks and Dinkas 
Lake No, at that time, from canoe-shaped 
bundles of ambach (Herminiera elaphrozylon), 
a very light, pithy shrub. There was no tree 
growth from which dug-outs could have been 
made, and the ambach canoes were clumsy and 
much more difficult to manage than dug-outs. 
The hunters used to lie in wait in the early 
morning at the point where a frequented hippo- 
potamus track or tunne] through the papyrus 
and grass debouched on the water channel. The 
hippopetamus, returning from its night’s feed- 
ing, received a spear-thrust and at once plunged 
into the water. To the spear-head a small 
bundle of ambach was attached by a cord some 
yarde long, and this, floating on the surface, 
indicated the whereabouts of the hippopotamus 
when he was under water, thus enabling the 
hunters on their small ambach canoes to be 
ready for a further attack whenever the a | a 
potamus came to the surface to breathe, further 
spears being then hurled at him. The fury of 
the unfortunate animal after some hours of 
such a chase, and before it became exhausted 
from loss of blood, can easily be imagined, and 
there can be no doubt of the courage of the 
hunters who attacked these huge beasts with 
such primitive weapons from frail canges 
formed of pieces of ambach stems tied together.

BRICK-MAKING IN 
_  TRELAND., 


NEED FOR REVIVAL. 
A Correspondent writes:—‘‘In a time like 


when unemployment is so wide- 
ehoves every Irishman togslo hie 
Irish industry, add thus 
help in the eminent ractical work of finding 
employment at home for Irish capital, reduc- 
ing the number of our unemployed, and help- 
ng trade generally. Hardhy any industry has 
suffered so much from the genera! depression 
in trade, coupled with the importation of cross- 
Channel goods, as the brick industry, and this 
although there are few branches of manufac- 
tures in which such a large proportion of the 
cost is spent in wages, The most serious com- 
petition with which the brick manufacturer 
has to contend is that of concrete. A brick- 
built house. ie cool in summer and warm in 
winter—condensation which is eo inseparable 
from concrete is a very serious matter in such 
a moist climate as that of Ireland. Anyone who 
bas lived in a concrete house during one or 
more winters appreciates the warmth and com- 
fort of a brick-built house; and as regards 
durability, there is nothing on earth so durable 
as a properly -burned brick. With regard to 
the matter of cost, there js a great deal to he 
said on both cides; but I think that most 
arciutects and builders will agree that in any 
district within easy reach of a brick-works, 
such as Dublin, bricks are cheaper than con- 
crete—ihat is, concrete properly made to an 
architect’s specification, an unless concrete is 
properly made under euch conditions the build- 
ing owner does not know how poor an article he 
may be getting. Variety in design can also 
be more readily attained in brick- work ; there 
is too great a tendency to use the same moulds 
again and again, for the sake of economy, in

constructing concrete houses, resulting in a 
mechanical regularity, which is anything but 
pleasing, whereas with bricks the design can be 


varied to any extent at practically no extra 
cost.’

BRICK MANUFACTURE ALMOST AT A 
STANDSTILL. 

An Trish Times representative, who made in- 
quiries yesterday, was informed that the manu- 
facture of bricks in Leinster, Munster, and Con- 
naught was practically at a standetill at pre- 
sent. and this despite the fact that the price 
of bricke m the Dublin area has been reduced 
14 per cent. within the past couple of months. 
Within the past rew years half-a-dozen }rick- 
works in various parts of Ireland have been 
closed, and some of these have been dismantled 
and will never be re-opened. 

The brick-mraking industry was 
throughout the war period by the 
plete cessation of building works, 


badly hit 
almost com- 
and the emer- 


‘gency Government works erected here were few 
in number compared with those 


across the Chan- 
nel. The result was that the skilled bricklayer 
drifted over to England and left the ranks of 
his trade in Ireland eo deyleted that difficulty 
was experienced in getting men to oarry out 
the few works that were undertaken in Ire- 
land—apart from Government contracts, 

Subsequently in the Dublin district the diffi- 
culties were accentuated by an unfortunate 
wages dispute with the bricklayers, which lasted 
for many months, and during’ which city con- 
tractors who found their work held up got 
authority in several instances to substitute con- 
crete for brickwork. While these and other 
circumstances arising out of the conditions of 
the country in. the last couple of years told ad- 
versely against the brick-making, with other 
industries, contractors found that concrete 
work could be carried out more economically

The executive have acted upon the stiggestion, 
and now it is possible between races to proceed 
to the ring without the unnecessary jostling 
and crowding of old, whilgt the members still 
have ample room in their spacious enclosure.

He again gave 
a capital display in Donoghue’s hands, but his 
weight just kept him out of a place. Orpi, 
too, after displaying speed, found his 12lb. 
penalty too great. Humpty Dumpty’s success 
was almost as great a surprise as that last 
week of Orpi, for he had failed miserably when 
favourite at Lincoln. Inconsistent form ap- 
pears to be much more frequent in the autumn 
than at any other time of the year. 

Another difference of form compared with 
Lincoln, but in the opposite direction, was that 
of the two-year-old Limosin in the Rangemore 
Stakes. At Lincoln, on the same terms, he 
had beaten Sir Greysteel in a canter. ‘The 
latter was now second again. 
was the winner, whilst Limosin was no nearer 
than fifth. There was yo excuse for Mr. Moor- 
house’s colt, as he got well enough away, but 
his effort died out. It was a great disappoint- 
ment to his owner, who had not seen him win 
his two races, but had now made the journey 
very confident of seeing his colours successful. 
Pentiidge, the winner, had only run once 
before. He is just a nice Lemberg colt, without 
any pretentiones to high class.

able histor ge,” and that another company who 
have secu sed the mail contract were having 
their pass fngers carried over a line which their 
company was still assisting to maintain without 
any ben efit. 

The Chairman referred to the lors of the 
Leinster, and he thought they woukl coneur 
with him in thinking that they had a prior 
claim, over any other shipowner to be in- 
dem nified out of the German indemnity, and 
thag if they were paid the sum to which they 
wge justly entitled. he believed they should 
Oftain a sum equa! to the difference between 
what they got from the underwriters and the 
value of the ship, together with an amount 
sufficient to fully compensate the dependents 
of thoas who lost their lives and the survivors 
for the loss of their property. 

Mr. Carruthers said that there were three 
items which were of vital importance to the 
company at the present moment which had 
been touched on shortly im the “report. The 
first was the elaim for the Connaught. If they 
had that money it would make a great differ- 
ence in the amount which the ‘shareholders 
might expect to get if the company was wound 
up. He was glad to hear the chaitman say 
that they had mstructed their solicitors not to 
stand any more nonsense. It was very un- 
reasonable to delay the payment of this sum, 
) which. if neceived by them, would produce a 
| sar large amount of money. The other item 
was the sale of the mail boats. Many ‘tumours 
-had been going around as to the sale of these 
boats. One rumour was that thev had an 
offer of £150,000 from a company in Vancouver, 
and that ‘they were holding out, for £170,000. 
They would all be glad to hear @ they had any 
offer, as they could then place some valine on 
their assets. The third item was ‘with regard 
to the £3,000 a year to the junction railway. 
They entered into a solemn contract to pay that 
momhy many years ago, at a time when they pro- 
balaty never considered that this company would 
be wound up. It would be hard on the-com- 
pmy having to redeem thet amount, but he 
t ‘nought it would be wiser to do so, even though 
it cost £60,000. As to the winding»up, that. was 
& matter about which there was a great deal 
ot feeling amongst the shareholders and some 
Impatience, because they thought the Board had 
not ‘been as energetic about it as they might 
have been. Therefore, with great. respect, “he 
thought it was their duty to wind up the: affairs 
of the company. 

Mr. R. J. Kelly, K €., receivell with “great 
nleasure the announcemert made jn renort, 
and just repeated by the chairman, that they 
intended to wind un the affairs of the company. 
The working expenses of the compaay that does 
not work were nearly 50 per «ent. “of ‘the 
receipts, and to have a fully eguinmed body ‘such 
26 this practically doing nothing ‘s far as frad- 
ing was concerned seemed to be a superfluous 
state of affairs. Therefore, they all -~welecomed 
the announcement that they were yoitig’to wind - 
up, and they hoped that tirese proceedings 
would be expedited as quickly as possible. 

Mr. Jellett was eure that ag soon as the bill 
became an Act of Parliamenit. ‘they would pro- 
ceed with the utmost expediwn to wind ‘up the 
company. As regards the £500 = year. guaran- 
tee, he was against commuting it and paying 
£60,000 for it. He suggewed t/t ‘they should 
approach the London and North-Western ‘Com- 
pany. Some of them failed over the contract, 
but. at the same time, there were men ‘con- 
nected with that comparry ‘who had a ‘#éti€e of 
justice. If a deputation went to them to 
tiate, he thought that they would do justice to 
this company. He had “reason to believe that 
they would treat this company reasonably if 
approached. (Hear, hear.) 

After a brief re aniy ‘from the Chairman, he 
put the motion, which ‘was carried unanimously. 

The Chairman then ‘proposed the ‘usual resolu- 
tions confirming the dividends, whieh were 


passed. 

Mr. Wilfred Fitzrerald seconded. 

Mr. Goodbody roposed—“‘ That the best 
themks of the slsareholders be given to the 
dinectors and stuff of the company for their 
serwices during t'ae past half-year.” They would 
all be glad to see mattefs a little more ad- 
vanced, but, msvertheless, they were. very satis- 
fas-tory. 

‘Mr. Carruthers seconded. 

Sa 
think it very satisfactory to find ‘st 
unanimity tt this meeting. We all want’ do.
